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5. A statement of the reason or reasons why 
n the opinion of your office the record involved 
hould not be made available. Such reasons should 
e related as directly as possible to the statute, 
as for example, that the record is available under 
subsections (a)(1) or (a)(2) of the Act, that the 
record is exempted from disclosure by some other 
statute or that the record is within one or more 
of the other exemptions of subsection (b) of the 
Act, or that the plaintiff did not comply with the 
applicable regulations in requesting the record. 
Where the record falls within one or more of the 
exemptions of subsection (b) of the Act, such 
exemption should be specifically identified and 
discussed . 





6. If appropriate, a statement of facts demon- 
strating the manner in which production of the records 
requested would prejudice the operation of your Di- 
vision.
